CHE CENTRAL PACIFIC DEBT. 


The Senate Committee on Pacific 
lilways has decided to report a bill 
r the settlement of the indebtedness 
the Government of the Central Pa- 
3e and the Sioux City and Pacific 
ibts, Tbe Secretary of the Treasury, 
e Secretary of the Interior and the 
,torney General are created a com- 
ittee to settle the indebtedness. It 
provided that the Central Pacific 
ust pay tbe full amount, principal 
id interest, due the Government. No 
oh requirement is made in tbe case 
the Sioux City and Pacific road. 
The principal of tbe Central Pacific 
Jbt to the Government is $25,885,120. 
he interest on this debt paid by the 
nited States up to February 1,1898, 
nounted to $45,234,554. The company 
iid to the United States by trans- 
lation $8,204,993, and by cash, five 
sr cent of net earnings $658,288 26. 
esides this there is in tbe sinking 
md $7,595,454 m cash. This would 
ave the amount due the Government 
om the Central Pacific Company 
)ont $54,660,944, every dollar of which 
is required to pay. 
The Sioux City and Pacific road owes 
le Government $1,638,320, principal, 
id $2,608,802 interest, making the 
ital debt $4,237,122, which the pro- 
sions of the bill do not require it to 
iy in full. It is probable, however, 
lat the bill will be amended so as to 
•quire full payment as in the case of 
le Central Pacific. 


ELATING TO TOE ELECTION

Involving the Ttlght of Owners of Land 


to Drain Waste Irrigation Water Into 
a Natural Stream. 
The following decision is published 


at the request of a number of parties 
directly interested, in the subject mat- 
ter contained therein:

DECISION. 


It appears from the evidence in this 


case that about ten years ago, the 
Plaintiff caused to 
be constructed 


from certain lands owned by her to 
the Truckee river, a ditch to convey 
the waste water arising from tbe irri- 
gation of the lands of herself and 
others; that a portion of this ditch was 
in and along a slough, or natural water 
way, which is tributary to the Trnokee 
river. That prior to tbe construction 
of said ditch, the grantors of defen- 
dant were in possession and cultivation 
by means of artificial irrigation, of 
certain lands lying at the head of said 
slough, and which naturally drained 
therein, and during said time the waate 
or surplus water arising from the irri- 
gation of said lands was turned or dis- 
charged into that slough. 


It does not appear that the persons 


then owning defendants lands ever 
contracted with plaintiff for tbe con- 
struction of her drain ditch, or that 
any expenditure was made or incurred 
by the plaintiff, in constructing or 
maintaining that ditch' bv reason of 
any promise, inducement or represen- 
tation made by defendant or her grant 
ors. 
From the lower boundary of de- 


fendant's land to the place where the 
drain ditch of plaintiff enters tbe 
slough is more than one mile, and tbe 
land between this place, and on each 
side of the alongb, is under cultivation 
and more or less surface and drainage 
water is discharged from tbe lands so 
cultivated into the slough by the var- 
ious persons owning or possessing 
them. 


Considerable testimony was offered, 


in addition to personal inspection 
made by the Court, of this water way, 
upon the issue an to -whether or not 
this slough was in fact a natural water 
course; that it was BO, originally, and 
continued to be such, and was con- 
nected with the Trnckee river, and dis- 
charged its waters into the Trnckee 
river, for some time after the grantors 
of 
defendant had cultivated their 


landa and used this slough as a meana 
of disposing of tbe waste drainage 
water from their lands, satisfactorily 
appears from the evidence. 


In tbe years 1890,1891, 1892 and 1893, 


the defendant, at the request of the 
plaintiff, paid plaintiff annually the 
sum of $20, as compensation for con- 
ducting, by means of said drainage 
ditch, tbe waste water from defendant's 
land, running into and through said 
slough and into said drainage ditch, 
to tbe Truckee river. When the last 
payment was made, plaintiff informed 
the defendant that tbe charge for the 
next year for so using the drainage 
ditch would be $25. Thereupon the 
defendant informed the plaintiff that 
she would think about it, and subse- 
quently notified Plaintiff that 
she 


would take care of the drainage water 
herself; and during the following sea- 
son the defendant caused to be con- 
structed across the slough, at tbe 
lower boundary of her land, an em- 
bankment for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the drainage water from her land 
from running into tbe slough and thus 
into plaintiff's drain ditcb. This em- 
bankment has recently been enlarged, 
and it appears, from all the evidence, 
that tbe result of making it has been 
to empound in the slough the surface 
water of irrigation, which, owing to 
the nature of the soil soon disappears 
It appears, that at various times, more 
water has run into tbe slough above 
the embankment than it would retain, 
and that the same has flowed over tbe 
embankment and into the slongb, and 
thus into plaintiff's drainage ditch; and 
it is fairly to be inferred from the na- 
tme of the soil, the slope of tbe sur- 
face, tbe location of the slongb and 
tbe character of the embankment, that 
the water so detained by the embank- 
ment, 
by 
seepage 
through 
the 


soil 
and through the embankment 


mostly 
found its 
way 
into th» 


slough, and that the chief result of 
tbe embankment was to hinder and ob- 
struct and 
somewhat diminish the 


quantity of water which wonld other- 
wise have run into the slough, instead 
of preventing it from being discharged 
therein. 


The plaintiff baa no interest in any 


of the land below defendant, and along 
the course of the slough to her drain 
ditch. This action is b« ought by plain- 
tiff to recover from tbe defendant a 
sum of $25 for the use by defendant 
of said drain ditch, for the purposes of 
conducting waste or drainage water 
from defendant's ranch for each of the 
yeara 1894,1895,1896 and 1897, and was 
commenced in the Justice Court and 
brought here by appeal. 


The slough in question, being a nat- 


ural water-course the owner of the 
land adjoining it has the common law 
right to discharge into it such waste 
water as arises from tbe ordinary and 
reasonable cultivati )n of the soil ad 
joining it. There is no doubt, that the 
grantors of defendant, had tbe right, 
and that they did appropriate this 
slough by reason of actually using the 
same, for the purposes of a waate way 
for the surface water arising from tbe 
irrigation of defendant's lands. 


The right of appropriating the bed 


of a natural stream for purposes of 
irrigation is well settled, so long as the 
USB made by the appiopriation does 
not injure prior rights therein. No good 


reason is perceived why a natural 
stream may not likewise be appropri- 
ated 33 a drainage way. 


"There can be no doubt of tbe right 


of the owners ef land, through which 
a stream flows to increase tbe volume 
of the water by draining into it."

control the 


natural flow of the surface water there- 
in, and by ditches or otherwise acceler- 
ate the flow or increase tbe volume of 
water which reaches tbe stream; and it 
he does this in the reasonable use of 
bis own premises he exercises only a 
legal right and incurs no liability to 
the lower proprietor. 
This right is 


subject to the qualification that one

ments on his land, concentrate and dis- 
charge into tbe stream snrface water 
in quantities beyond the natural ra- 
pacity of tbe stream, to the damage of 
other owners."

The right of the defendant to use 


this slough for drainage purposes hav- 
ing been acquired by her grantors 
prior to the construction of plaintiff's 
ditch, any use of tbe slough for drain- 
age purposes which plaintiff made • 
thereat! er must have been subject to 
tbe rights of defendant to use it for. 
the same purpose. Indeed it is not 
perceived how plaintiff can claim a 
right to appropriate the slough for 
drainage purposes without conceding 
to tbe defendant tbe same right "The 
question then arises, whether, by what 
has subsequently tranepired, the plain- 
tiff has forfeited or abandoned the 
right which her grantors possessed to 
use this slough for drainage purposes. 
That she reacqnired whatever right lier 
grantors possessed by reason of use 
which they made of the slough for that 
purpose in connection with tbe cultiva- 
tion of the lands owned by her, wonld 
seem clear, upon the principle, that the 
conveyance of the land carried in it 
such rights and privileges as were 
essential to its cultivation and enjoy- 
ment and usually had and enjoyed 
therewith

The doctrine of forfeiture of prop- 


erty rights, not founded upon statu- 
tory provisions rests upon tbe princi- 
ple that to permit tbe owner to reas- 
sert a former right would operate to 
the prejudice and damage of others 
who have acted upon, or acquired, 
rights by reason of the failure of the 
owner to assert the rights so forfeited. 
Tbe effect of tbe enforcement of tbe 
forfeiture, is to divest the owner of bis 
estate by operation of law and against 
his consent, it is never done except 
when it is necessary to protect the in- 
tervening rights of others. 


In this case, as before stated, it does1 


not appear that plaintiff has made any 
investment or incurred any liability by 
reason of the failure of defendant to 
assert her right to nse this slough for 
drainage purposes which tbe plaintiff 
would not hare made or incurred if 
defendant's right bad been continu- 
ously asserted. Under tbe proofs in 
this case it is believed that no forfeit- 
ure has been established, and the case 
resolves itself to this situation: 


The defendant in 1890 had tbe legal 


right to discharge tbe waste drainage 
water from her lands into this slongb, 
and-the plaintiff's right to use the 
slough as a part of her drainage ditch 
was subject thereto. The defendant 
for four successive years paid the de- 
mand of plaintiff, which was threatened 
to be enforced by legal proceedings. 
That demand had no legal foundation. 
In caring for such of the waste water 
as flowed down the slough and into 
plaintiff's drain ditch, and which arose 
from the ordinary and reasonable ir- 
rigation of defendant's lands, the 
plaintiff was simply operating her 
drain ditch subject to the rights that 
existed when it was constructed. Had 
defendant expressly promised to pay 
plaintiff 
a given sum (or what the 


same was reasonably worth) for tbe 
privilege ot discharging the waste water 


from her lands, arising from the ordi- 
nary and reasonable irrigation thereof, 
into tbis slough and thereby into plain- 
tiffs drain ditcb, such a contract wonld 
be without consideration and void, A 
promise to do that which it is the legal 
duty of a person bo do is not a promise 
which the law enforces. The doing of 
tbat which a person ia already legally 
bound to do constitutes no considera- 
tion for a promise to pay therefor.

It follows therefore that if the de- 


fendant bad expressly promised to pay 
the plaintiff a given sum of money for 
tbe privilege of turning the water from 
her ranch into this slough, such a 
promise would not entitle tbe plaintiff 
to recover therefor, even if the water 
so discharged into the slough bad been 
conducted by plaintiff's drainage ditch 
to the Trnckee river. If an expressed 
promise would not be sufficient to en- 
title plaintiff to recover this claim then

an implied promise certainly wonld not 
be any more effective. 
,,As the defendant has the right to 
discharge tbe drainage water into tbis 
elougb, no Cause of action baa arisen 
in. plaintiffs favor because a portion of 
it has flowed over the embankment or 
seeped or percolated through the same. 
It should be observed that no claim is 
made for damages arising from an ex- 
cessive or negligent use by defendant 
of water in tbe irrigation of her prem- 
ises, or discharged therefrom, nor that 
the defendant has been in any wise 
benefltted by the construction and 
maintenance of plaintiff's drain ditch. 
For all that has been shown in this 
action, the slough, in its natural con- 
dition, wonld as completely drain the 
defendant's lands as it now wonld in 
connection with plaintiff's ditch. 


Under the circumstances of tbis case, 


as shown by tbe proofs, and tbe rule of 
law believed to be applicable thereto, 
it is believed that the plaintiff is not 
entitled to recover in this action, and 
tbat defendant is entitled to judgment 
for her costs. Let judgment be entered 
accordingly.
